Johnston was quite insistent thai 
an all grant schem e was -he oul> 
kind of award program that w.niM 
satisfy these premises. He 
further stated that tuition fees 
were d^terenls to universal acc- 
essibility of higher education. 
They are a regressive form of tax- 
ation and they are coersive. 



When asked how they were co- 
ersive, he stated that to charge 
$150 for Community College tui- 
tion and over $500 for Universi- 
ties was unfair. "It channels cer- 
tain. people ii> certain directions." 

Johnston further stated that with 
a mere o.6% increase In the Cor- 
porate Income Tax, the Govern- 
ment could be able to provide free 
tuition and adequate living allow- 
ances for every student in the pro- 
vince. He stated that $300 million 
would l« needed. 

Johnston said that between 1967 
and 1974 corporate profits rose 
250% while personal income rose 
by a relatively modest 125%. 

Johnston said that he regarded 
the committee with suspicion... 
"Change Is In the wind. The com- 
mittee Is being asked to Justify 
these changes." 

"The kind of material that is 
available from the Department of 
Education Is poorly compiled and 
research Is done solely for Public 
relations, and not to Isolate pro- 
blems and correct them" He fur- 
ther stated that he had no confi- 
dence In th e party In power.

Indian and EsklniuFrlcndsMpCen- 
tre on Larch Street to an aud- 
ience of about 100 people. The 
aims depicted In borrifylngtcrms 
the human suffering engendered by 
the mercury pollution of the fishing 
waters around Minamata, Japan. 

Professor Newbery of the Nat- 
ive Studies Department of Laur- 
entian University formally opened 
the meeting. He Introduced a Jap- 
anese visitor from Minamata who 
snowed the films, and Art Solo- 
mon, an Indian spokesman, who 
demonstrated that Canada'ssU- 

uation Is no better, 
Mr, Solomon described a recent 
visit he had made to the Grassy 
Narrows reserve, near Kenora. 
Ho referred to severe conditions 
there whore people "are In one 



hell of a shape." He described 
how the pulp companies had rap- 
aciously stripped the forests of 
their trees "like a forest fire". 
He mentioned how Ontario Hydro 
had built dams in the area and in 
the process had destroyed the gr- 
owth of wild rice, once a source 
of food for the people on the re- 
serve. Ho spoke about "falsepro- 
mtses" the fndlan Affairs Dep- 
artment in Ottawa had made 13 
years ago to provide the reserve 
with imKMcal services and efec- 
trlcal power. 

Apparently, on the reserve, there 
Is running water only Inthe school 
house and In the white teacher's 
residence* Tho Indians use lake 
water which Is not safe because 
of the presence of hepatitis mi- 
crobes In It, 



According to Mr. Solomon, (he 
mercury pollution of theWabigo- 
on and English River system by 
the Dryden Chemical Company has 
brought the Indians to the final 
indignity of welfare. Here- 
ported that tho basis of native 
Hfo — tourism and fishing- 
has twen upset for ttie next one 
hundred years.

The MlnamMa visitor tell that 
the dangers of mercury pollution 
had not yet received wide recog- 
nition and ho closed his address 
with a request: "Please do some- 
thing for Canada!" 

Before the meeting broke up 
for coffee and an Informal disc- 
ussion, Mr. Solomon again spoke 
a few words. He suggested that a 
situation similar to tho one in 
Japan existed in Canada. By this 
he meant that corporations are ir- 
responsible In their pollution of 
the environment and In their att- 
iudes towards human health and 
life. He suggested that the poorer 
those least able to bear the costs 
tend to be the victims of corpor- 
ate ir responsibility. 

Mr. Solomon also expressed Inc- 
redulity "that the Canadian gov- 
ernment can lie to the people and 
get away witti it- M Attempts on his 
part to get provincial governme- 
nt Involvement in finding a sol- 
ution to the pollution problem in 
Northwestern Ontario were appar- 
ently rebuffed. He described the 
Cabinet Ministers at Queen's Pa- 
rk as "Impossible people" who 
were " playing games". His at- 
tempts to get action on the pro- 
blems of mercury poisoning only 
found him being directed to 011- 
IP. But Mr, Solomon declared, In 
reference to the effects of mer- 
cury on the human nervous sys- 
tem, "OHIP cannot providepeople 
with new brains". Trying to get 
government concerned In the pro- 
blems of mercury pollution, he 
added, was "like talking to a 
stone wall". 

During the mooting the initiative 
was taken to gathernmnoytohelp 

defray tho **nveUlng costs of the 
Japanese visitors from Minamata. 
By this means, $150.39 was im- 
mediately collected. 

For the rest of their stay in 
Canada, the Japanese intend totour 
the western and northern parts of 
of the country to warn about 
tho disastrous effects which mer- 
cury poisoning can have upon peo- 
ple. Anyone who wishes to offer 
help to our Japanese friends sh- 
ould send a donation to the fol- 
lowing address: c/o Professor 
Newbery, Native Studies Depart- 
ment, Laurentlan University, 
Sudbury.
